No. 14-ITC(PN)/72^Attention is invited to the policy Indicated for import 
of Tool, alloy and special steels -In Schedule ‘C’ in Appendix 41 of the Import 
Trade Control Policy (Red Book-VoL I) for April 1971—March 1972 period* 

2. In view of the current availability of Tool, alloy and special steels from 
indigenous production and imports and in order to conserve forei^ exchange, 
it has been decided to reduce the value and quantity of Import licences issued 
to actual users under the import policy for the period April 1971—March 1972, 
which are for the Import of the aforesaid items. The reduction In value/quan¬ 
tity will be equal to one-thllfl of the value/quantity of the import licence or the 
unutilised value/quantity whichever is less. The unutilised value/quantity for 
this purpose will be taken as the value/quantity for which the goods against the 
import licence have not been shipped or the licence hblder has not made any 
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firm commitment by opening on ifrevocable letter of credit, before the date of 
this Public Notice. The licence holders should not, therefore, make any com¬ 
mitments or shipments or open any letter of credit in respect of the one-third 
of the value/quantity of their licence or the vailue/quantity unutilised on the 
date of this Public Notice, whichever Is less. This restriction will not apply to 
the shipments bein^f made in respect of goods for which Irrevocable letter of 
credit has been opened before the date of this Public Notice, 

3. The provisions of this Public Notice regarding reduction In value/quantity 
shall not apply to the licences issued to public sector project8/undertaklng$ and 
small scale industrial units.
